W ashington, Aug. 1.— President W il­ 
son made It clear to those who dis­ 
cussed the 
Mexican situation 
with 
him that he had not been swayed in 
the least degree by the arguments of 
Ambassador 
H enry Lane W ilson in 
favor of recognition for the Huerta 
government in Mexico. 
He let it be 
known that his analysis of conditions 
from official and unofficial reports and 
his judgment of what should be done, 
had not been altered by the ambassa­ 
dor's statements. 
The president is formulating a pol­ 
icy which he told his calllers involved 
nothing that is not entirely friendly to 
Mexico. 
He has not yet announced 
what his program w ill be, but he is 
em phatically and unalterably opposed 
to the recognition under any circum ­ 
stances of the government set up by 
Provisional President Huerta through 
the events in which President Madero 
and Vice President Suarez met tragic 
death. 
it developed that Democrats in the 
senate were concurring In this view 
and further discussion of Am bassa­ 
dor W ilson’s statement before the sen­ 
ate 
foreign 
relations 
committee 
brought out a general sentiment of 
opposition to the suggestion of the 
recognition of the Huerta government. 
Senator Bacon. chairm an of the com­ 
mittee of foreign relations is of the 
pronounee.d opinion that to recognize 
the Huerta government would be put­ 
ting a premium on revolution in Mex­ 
ico. 
He believes, moreover, that it 
would be an Incentive to every revolu­ 
tionary leader to assassinate the bead 
of the nation 
with full expectation 
that his act 
would 
receive 
the aje 
proval and official recognition of other 
nations. 
Senator Bacon also is of the 
opinion that the recognition of Huerta, 
far from bringing about peace, would 
be the strongest encouragement 
to 
ambitious chiefs.

Washington. Aug. 1.— Twenty-five to 
fifty 
million 
dollars 
of government 
funds will be deposited in the national 
banks of the South and W est at once 
by Secretary McAdoo to facilitate tho 
movement of crops. 
Federal, state and municipal bonds 
and prime commercial paper w ill be 
accepted as security for the mouey, 
upon which the banks will pay 2 per 
cent Interest. 
The motive of Secretary McAdoo In 
establishing this policy is to anticipate 
the money stringency in the late sum­ 
mer and fall, which invariably accom­ 
panies the marketing and movement 
of crops, especially when they are un­ 
usually large as the harvest now be­ 
ginning forecasts. 
In a statement the Secretary made 
the significant announcement that gov­ 
ernment bonds would be accepted at 
par as security for the new deposits, 
and that the additional money would 
be placed only with banks which have 
taken out at least 40 per cent of their 
authorized circulation« 
The 
additional 
deposits 
w ill 
be 
placed with the national bunks in the 
two or three principal cities in each of 
the states where harvesting is now in 
progress and where the demand for 
money for moving the crops most eor- 
veniently eau be met. 
This new policy Is the antithesis of 
that adopted by former Secretary of | 
the Treasury MaeVeagh, who a year 
ago declined to make government do- j 
posits to relieve the tight money mar-;

Washington, Aug. I.—Twenty-five to 
fifty million 
dollars of government 
funds will be deposited in the national 
banks of the South and West at once 
by Secretary McAdoo to facilitate the 
movement of crops. 
Federal, state and municipal bonds 
and prime commercial paper will be 
accepted as security for the money, 
upon which the banks will pay 2 per 
cent interest. 
The motive of Secretary McAdoo in 
establishing this policy is to anticipate 
the money stringency in the late sum­ 
mer and fall, which invariably accom­ 
panies the marketing and movement 
of crops especially when they are un­ 
usually large as the harvest now be­ 
ginning forecasts. 
In a statement the Secretary made 
the significant announcement that gov­ 
ernment bonds would be accepted at 
par as security for the new deposits, 
and that the additional money would 
be placed only with banks which have 
taken out at least 40 per cent of their 
authorized circulation* 
The 
additional 
deposits 
will 
be 
placed with the national banks in tho 
two or three principal cities in each of 
the states where harvesting is now in 
progress and where the demand for 
money for moving tho crops most cor- 
veniently eau be met. 
This new policy is the antithesis of 
that adopted by former Secretary of 
tile Treasury MaeVeagh, who a year 
ago declined to make government de­ 
posits to relieve the tight money mar­ 
ket on the ground that the moderate 
surplus federal funds at that time 
should be held as a reservoir to be
